Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-7 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1 and 7 are directed towards a data transmission device and method 
and specifically recite ". . .a multiplexing section for sequentially multiplexing the data streams 
generated respectively by said compressing/encoding sections and transmitting the multiplexed 
data onto the network- wherein the timing control section causes one of said 
compressing/encoding sections to start the compression/encoding process when frame start 
timing of the video signal derived based on the vertical synchronizing signal coincides with rise 
timing of a chrominance subcarrier signal synchronized with the color synchronizing signal, and 
causes a different one of said compressing encoding; sections to start the compression/encoding 
process when the frame start timing coincides thereafter with fall timing of the chrominance 
subcarrier signal. . ." which are features that are not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. 
Dependent claims 4-6 are allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
